On April 26th Lientenant Arthur 
Bonsey, Border Horse, under General 
Brabant, was ordered {to take six 
men of his company to a kopje three 
miles from the British camp at Aliwal 
Nerth, and report upon the retreat of 
the Trish Rifles from Rouxville. Stort= 
ly after he had occupied the kopje 
sone Roers advanced under a white 
flag. Lieutenant Boneey and his men 
Proceeded._.o meet them, “expecting 
them to surrender. The Boer leader 
told to hold up hts hands He 
repli “You held up youre you have 
the white flag up.” The Boer slipped 
off his horse and was about to level 
his rifle when Licutemant Bonsey or- 
dare) hie men to fire, and the Boer 
leader was shot In the neck and died 
a few days afterwards Perceiving 
another party of Boers threatening his 


right flank and attempting to cut off 
his retreat, he told his men to make 
the best of their way back to camp, 
as they were greatly outnumbered. | 
Four escaped, two were taken prisen- 
ere, after their horees had been shot 
under them. and Lieutenant Bons y 
war shot in both legs, the Mauser 
bullet splintering the large bene of 


the right leg below the knee He rode 
on for about a quarter of a mik, 
when hie horse, which bad already 
been wounded twice, was shot in the 
houlder, and rearing up fell across 
its rider's lege, and died almost im 
mediately, the Loers still firing on 
horse and rider while on the ground 
Half an hour afterwards the Boers 
came up, and having pulled the horse 
off Lieutenant Bonsey’s legs, threat- 
«Ned to shoot him because he was an 
Englishmen, one of them telling the 
others “to sheet the d—d roinek.”
